The Opinion of a Veteran on the Soldier's 


Monument Discussion. 


Editor Transcript:— With your permis- 


sion I would like to say a word in regards 
to a question which came up at the recent 
Board of Trade meeting. "City improve- 
ments" seemed to be the topic of the 
evening, and just at the close of the re- 
marks one gentleman expressed himself as 
believing that the removal of onr soldiers' 
monument to the cemetery or somewhere 
else would be an improvement. Now 
those whose memories of the war are still 
fresh will remember that the monument 
was a gift from those noble women who 
used to meet and work for the comfort of 
those who were wounded and those who 
suffered from sickness. These memories 
of their noble deeds will ever have a green 
spot in the hearts of all of us veterans and 
we feel today as we did back in '61 to '65. 
God bless the 
noble, loyal w'tien 


of 
the 
North 
who 
did so much 


to alleviate the sufferings of those who 
went to the front. 


But the question was on the removal of 


the monument to some other place. I in- 
fer from the discussion that one or two 
things is apparent: either some better site 
sb ould be found for it, or else the monu- 
ment is not in keeping with the rapid 
progress we have made since it was erect- 
ed. I incline to the latter view. In my 
opinion if you go from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific or from Canada to the Gulf, you 
will not find anything located in a public 
square that begins to be so inferior. It is 
a good thing for what it cost; it is no re- 
flection on the artist, neither on the 
donors. But it does strike a stranger, as 
also it does many that are not strangers,as 
though our city, even while it is yet 
young, should take steps to either erect a 
suitable monument or remove the present 
one to some place not so prominent as our 
beautiful Church hill. In either case it 
would be a marked improvement.

DR. BRAGG INVENTS AGAIN. 


A Shield for Women's Dresses That Has 


Good, Original Features. 


Dr. F. A. Bragg has again exercised his 


inventive ability and produced something 
that would appear to be of great useful- 
ness and have a large market. The doc- 
tor has given his attention lately to the 
imperfections in those useful articles of 
women's toilet known as '.'dress shields." 
Presuming ignorance on the part of some, 
it may be explained that these articles are 
made of some impervious material and 
are worn under the arm to prevent the 
moisture from the person staining the 
dress. The doctor has fouhdlthat the ma- 
terial in the usual makes of these articles 
is not what it should be, and he has also 
found that the way in which they are 
usually made does not give the greatest 
cleanliness and comfort. He has invented 
an impervious fabric whic6 is light, thin 
and very soft. From this he cuts in the 
ordinary shape a piece for the shield. 
Only so far does he follow the old method. 
His coverings for this piece of material 
are not sewed or gummed to it, making 
the article one solid pioce. 
The pieces 


are made detachable and are fastened 
together with dainty knots of ribbon or 
with a fine silk cord. 
The advantages 


claimed for such a shield are that it need 
not be sewn permanently in the dress, 
one style can be put in place by passing 
the cord through thread'loops, that it 
can be taken apart and washed, that the 
upper or any part can be instituted if 
worn. The doctor has applied for a pat- 
ent for the invention. 
The application 


covers the fabric and the design of the 
shield. 
Wholesale dealers in women's 


goods say the invention is a valuable one, 
and as soon as the patent is allowed large 
numbers of the shields will probably be 
manufactured and placed on the market. 


THE PARK SCHEME YET. 


The Idea of Making the Old Cemetery a 


Park Not Abandoned. 


The movement to make a park of the 


old cemetery off from North Church 
street has not died out though it has been 
said by prominent lawyers that the town 
cannot legally become possessed of the 
the cemetery for such a purpose. 
The 


movement is an old one. 
It was given 


more consideration at the last meeting of 
the board of trade. 
The plan that was 


suggested at the meeting of the board by 
which the cemetery might be converted 
with some security from law suits will 
probably be fully carried out. 
This plan 


was to secure the names of all the rela- 
tives of persons buried in the old ceiue- 
tery and circulate among them a petition 
favoring the removal of the remains to 
other plots and converting the ground 
into a public park. 
This task is a very 


difficult one and means a large amount of 
labor. It seems there has not been an in- 
terment in the old grounds for almost 40 
years. For many years the town has been 
caring for this property while the Baptist 
deacons held the deed.

He asserted, 
however, that lie earnestly desired a ju- 
dicial sale, and wished to place no ob- 
stacles in the way of such a plan. 


Continuing, the reorganization counsel 


said: "This answer to the petition for u 
judicial sale is made by » man who was 
removed from the receivership because he 
admitted to this court that lie had sold 
150,000 shares of the company's stock short 
when he was conniving and preparing the 
scheme for wrecking the estate. He is 
today short of the stock and this fight is a 
"bear" move. It is a stock-jobbing 
scheme, pure and simple, and has been 
auch from the beginning." 


The conditions and benefits of the sale 


were discussed at length. It is thought 
that the decision will be reached before 
July.

THE CROMWELL STATUE. 


The Irish members have just presented 


3n the British parliainent the appropria- 
tion of money for a statue of Oliver Crom- 
well to be erected within the precincts of 
parliament. 
They did this because of 


Cromwell's treatment of Ireland when he 
was an English ruler as Protector of the 
Commonwealth. This opposition of the 
Irish leaders is natural and justifiable, for 
the Croimvellimi settlement of Ireland 
was very bloody and cruel, and is still re- 
membered with bitterness there, and 
wherever the Irish race has spread, so 
that "the curse of Cromwell, "is still their 
severest malediction. 
But, if Irishmen 


would consider what Cromwell did actual- 
ly accomplish for them, instead of what 
he purposed to accomplish, it would seem 
they should wish to perpetuate his mem- 
ory both for the lesson it teaches and the 
good he wrought. 


The lesson taught iVthat religious per- 


secution always fails of its purpose. 
The 


vigor of the Cromwellian settlement of 
Ireland had for its moving motive relig- 
ious bigotry and intolerance. 
It is not 


strange this motive was so prevailing at 
that time. Indeed, taking the causes that 
led to the establishment of the English 
Commonwealth and to Cromwell's piomi- 
nence in it, it would have been more 
strange, though very much more com- 
mendable, if the settlement of Ireland 
then made had been less earsh and relent- 
less than it was. But the significant thing 
about it is that all this cruelly failed of its 
purpose to enfeeble the Roman Catl'olic 
development of Ireland. Instead, there 
has nothing contributed so much to the 
steadfastness and growth of that faith in 
Inland as English oppression, and of this 
oppression that of Cromwell had most in 
it of leligious motive. 
The temporary 


suffering of Catholics in Ireland at (hat 
time was great, but the permanence of 
their religious faith there was made more 
enduring by every pang of body and mind 
they had to endure, so that their national 
martyrdom was the seed of their church. 
It is true, Crownwell did not intend this, 
and that is the present lesson of this 
piece of history, which teaches the folly 
wild wickedness of civil discrimination 
"''iccausc of religious belief. 


But, beside this result which Cromwell 


flid not intend, the Irish race, as well as 
all mankind, have been profited by what 
Cromwell did purposely do. The struggle 
for English freedom in his time which he

an aid to organized society here in its 
struggle for property rights against our 
growing socialistic and anarchistic agita- 
tion.

("0111, because it saved English freedom 
from the tyranny of the Stuart kings, and 
stajted jt am u on a developing course.

From the depth of 
helplessness and disgrace into which the 
folly and selfish tyranny of James and 
Charles Stuart had plunged the ancient 
name and ample power of the English na- 
tion, Cromivell and those who worked 
with him raised anew to higher heights of 
influence and distinction the prestige and 
control of that steadfast and dominating 
kingdom.

Gleason, Porter J. Jenks, Frank B. Locke, 
A. M. Tinker, Steven F. Kimbell and 
John Geddes gave testimony principally 
in relation to the east side of the street. 
Dr. Putnam appeared in reference to the 
lines of the street just below the Scott 
farm. The hearing closed with Lawyers 
Thayer and Preston summing up for their 
respective clients. The decision of the 
commissioners will probably be given at 
their meeting in July. Should the com- 
missioners decide to re-locate the street, 
as they probably will, another hearing 
will be given on the question of damages.

BOSTON, June 19.—What is probably the
